Amateur Wins Tower Permit 
Case 
Rob Roller, WB7WHT 


Mike and Juleen Reisman, WSUKF 
and NOZOL, of Security, met with 
the County Commissioners on May 
23 to state their case for their 
antenna and tower. The board's 
approval gave them the authority to 
keep their 48 foot tower installed 
two feet from the property line 


The case began a while back when 
neighbors claimed Reisman's tower 
was attracting lightning which 
allegedly was damaging the 
neighbors’ appliances. Upon 
inspection it was found that his 
existing tower was three feet too 
high and was built too close to 
property lines. He also had three 
other antennas installed on masts 
on his roof, (The county defines a 
tower as anything supporting an 
antenna, so even a TV antenna ona 
3-foot mast is considered a tower.) 
He removed the three antennas and 
went to the planning commission to 
request a variance, That request 
failled, as well as an another 
meeting with the County 
Commissioners in April 


On May 23, the Reismans, with the 
support of Marshall Quiat, AGOX, 
the Rocky Mountain Division 
Director and a lawyer, Tim 
Cutforth, a professional engineer 
from Denver, Steve Sawyer 
KCOUH, Norm Kirkland 
WBSMIM, John Frazekas, myself 
and a few other supporters, won 
permission to keep the antenna 
Due to the facts that there was no 
opposition at the meeting and that 
Tim's expertise on lightning and 
experience with broadcast towers 
showed the board that the 
Reisman's tower was properly 
installed and grounded, the board 
unanimously approved the tower 
request. Congratulations, Mike and 
Juleen!
